Priority

Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112Jhe following is a 

quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims do not clearly define the structure of a 
switch. In claim 1 , last line no function is associated with the means. The dependent 
claims 2 and 3 do not clearly state the structural nature of the haptic element and if 
applicants are claiming a capacitor type switch. Noting claim 5 it is not clear if applicants 
are claiming a prolonged state of operation or a momentary state of operation. Claims 4 
and 6-26 are indefinite for the same reasons as claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-26, insofar as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kojima noting the illuminating device 40 the printed circuit 22 and 
components 24 in addition to the haptic switch at 261 ,32,30.
